Eagles were struck from 1795 until 1933, (with the 
exception of 45 years). Then in 1933 President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt called a halt to the issu- 
ance of all gold coinage. 

Our new Olympic Gold Eagle follows that fine 
tradition and we believe it will be an important 
part of any numismatic collection. It is historically 
and artistically an important coin. 

Itis also acoin that is affordable. It has not 
yet reached the lofty price level that past Eagles 
in similar condition command. Yet its historic 
importance, its low mintage level and its “once 
only” minting suggests a valuable future for this 
beautiful coin. To date, only 699,000 Olympic Gold 
Eagles have been minted. They are being 
minted to meet demand. Thus, there is no way of 


knowing what the total mintage will be, but legis- 
lation permits the striking of no more than 
2,000,000 coins. 


The Gold Eagles will only be minted in 1984. 


Whichever set(s) you select, they will all make an 
excellent addition to any collection or portfolio, 
as well as a perfect heirloom gift to a family mem- 
ber or friend. 

These coins will be valued as collectibles for 
their precious metal and numismatic uniqueness 
for years to come. But, they represent an even 
more important value.

This Olympic Gold Eagle is the first gold coin minted 
in the United States in fifty years. And, it is the first ever 
to carry the “W” mint mark, signifying that it was 
struck at the West Point Bullion Depository. 

The obverse of the coin displays two runners, bearing 
the Olympic torch. The Olympic symbol which ap- 


pears to the left of the center, marks the first time in U.S. 


history that the five Olympic rings have ever ap- 
peared ona U.S. coin. 


The reverse of the coin depicts a traditional Federal 
Eagle modeled after the eagle depicted in the Great 
Seal of the United States. 


This eagle follows the design tradition of other Gold 
Eagles—such as the Coronet type and the Indian Head 
type—many of the best specimens of which are 
locked away in private collections or in museums. How- 
ever, unlike past Gold Eagle mintages, the new 
Olympic Eagles have been packaged in protective 
crystal clear capsules so that they are completely 
free of scratches and bag marks. These are MS65 or 
better “gem” quality coins.

It contains the 1984W proof and uncirculated Olympic Gold Eagles (ten dollar 
denominations), the 1983S and 1984S proof Silver Dollars, and the 1983P and 1984P 
uncirculated Silver Dollars. 


The brilliance, beauty and desirability of all six coins make them unique. However, the 
availablity of this six-coin collection is very limited, because a coin of special 
numismatic interest, the 1984W uncirculated Gold Eagle, is contained in this set. The 
1984W uncirculated Gold Eagle has been minted in a very limited quantity. It is 

the first and only uncirculated coin to bear the “W” mint mark, and no more than 190,000 
of these uncirculated Olympic Gold Eagles will ever be minted. 


We have just released the official mintage figures of this uncirculated Olympic Eagle. We 
expect demand to be high. Orders for this collection will be accepted only on a first- 
come first-served basis.
